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elects Mikulski 
as president

It took about 40 minutes on Monday for 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education to elect its officers for the year. 

After two votes and lots of speeches, 
Brent Mikulski got the required 4 votes 
to be elected president. Former president 
Martha Toth received 3 votes. 

Voting for Mikulski were Scott Russell, 
Kelly Owen, Sherry Frazier, and Mikulski. 
Voting for Toth were Kevin English, Kathy 
Kovach, and Toth. 

Russell nominated Mikulski and Toth 
nominated herself and asked for the two 
candidates to be able to make statements. 

Mikulski said he didn’t want to make this 
a “him vs. her situation” but he thinks the 
board needs a president that supports the 
staff and superintendent and in the past 
couple of years it hasn’t done so. 

He said School Supt. Van Tassell has 
done a tremendous job of forming a team 
around himself. He said the board cannot 
continue to accept the status quo and needs 
to continue those changes being made. 
He said the president needs to unify the 
board. 

He said they need to shift the focus from 
the board to what’s happening in the district 
and work on sharing the wonderful things 
that are going on in the classrooms. 

Mikulski said they have to stop having to 
explain the actions at the board table. 

Toth spelled out her 35 years of background 
in education and said the board members 
need discourse and don’t have to agree on 
every action they take. 

She said providing quality education for 
the students is her top goal, followed by 
being a good steward and being helpful to 
the staff. 

Toth has been board president since

Attorney Day: It could be a year 
before library site decision is ready

Attorney John Day said he estimates it 
will be about a year before the Belleville 
Area District Library Board could bring a 
decision to the public on a proposed site for 
a new library. 

At the District Library Board’s regular 
meeting Jan. 8 Day was asked by Randy 
Brown how close the board was to bringing 
something to the public. 

He gave a lengthy response, ending up 
with the estimate of a year. 

Day said currently there are two sites that 
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are under consideration. 

The site in the city is between Charles 
Street, the alleyway, and Third and Fourth 
streets, around the present site. 

Then, there’s the Department of Natural 
Resources property on Belleville Lake, just 
north of the Belleville Bridge, which Day 
called “a unique site”. 

“The Fishery Department of the DNR is 
very positive about trying to do something 
in conjunction with the library and do a 
cooperative development,” he said. 

“The problem is the site was originally 
acquired by the DNR in their recreational 
trust. A library is not included in their 
recreational purposes. 

“The Fishery Department wants to move 
forward which involves removing (buying) 
the title out of the trust. Whether that means 
the DNR or the district library, we haven’t

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School Board votes 
to demolish Elwell 
at cost of $185,300

Jule Schwartz of Jackson was chosen as 
the contractor that will tear down Elwell 
Elementary School. 

His low bid was $123,000. The school 
district added $50,000 to the project for 
owner-directed abatement for hazardous 
materials and $12,300 for owner-directed 
contingency costs, for a total of $185,300. 

All the costs will come from the Sinking 
Fund approved by voters for fixing up 
buildings and school sites. 

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education voted 6-1 at Monday’s meeting 
to accept the low bid and add-ons, with 
Treasurer Sherry Frasier voting no. 

Frasier had tried to get the item removed 
from the agenda earlier in the meeting, but 
was unsuccessful. She said she wanted the 
board to delay action until they could see 
if the district could save the taxpayers the 
demolition cost by offering the building 
to Sumpter Township or other groups for 
other uses. 

She also had asked for an appraisal on the 
property to see if it was worth more with or 
without the building. 

But board members wanted to move 
forward. 

Mary Ban of Sumpter spoke in the 2- 
minute time period allowed for her public 
comment before the main part of the 
agenda. 

She said she called Gov. Snyder asking 
about whether five people could vote to 
demolish a school building after 50 years 
of the property owners paying taxes. 

“People are very angry at you,” Ban said 
to the board. “People are not going to vote 
for your issues.” 

She asked the board where they are 
getting the money to pay for the demolition 
and Frasier replied “the sinking fund”, but 
newly elected president Brent Mikulski 
explained board members do not answer 
questions from the audience and, “Your 
two minutes are up.” 

Ban left the microphone and people in the 
audience clapped for her. She stated, “You 
won’t get an answer.”

January 2011, after former president David 
Peer lost his re-election bid. 

Supt. Van Tassel said it has been proposed 
to have paper ballots for voting for the 
officers, but Trustee Russell noted the 
board has never voted asa 
by paper ballots and |, 
the Open Meetings Act | 
doesn’t support that. 

Van Tassel said he 
would read the votes | 
and who cast each vote 
for the public record. 

“That doesn’t put 
pressure on the last Mikulski 
person to vote,” Toth explained. 

But, when the first ballot was cast, Van 
Tassel found only six ballots of the seven 
board members who should be voting. 
Frazier decided to abstain and the vote 
turned out a 3-3 tie. 

Russell told Frasier she has an obligation 
to vote. 

Van Tassel said he had no power to make 
her vote. 

Russell said if the board is unable to 
come to a majority decision it should go 
into recess and have the board attorney 
review the situation within 36 hours. No 
board business could be taken until this is 
straightened out. 

Frasier then gave a lengthy explanation of 
her unwillingness to vote, stating they had 
one candidate with a lot of experience who 
has done a great job and another individual 
who has been on the board for just one 
year, but has good qualities. 

“I didn’t want to come. I shouldn’t have 
come,” Frasier said concerning attendance 
at that night’s meeting. “I felt the angst we 
had before ... It’s not good. It’s not good. 
It’s not healthy... that’s why I chose to 
abstain... We’re at a difficult point in our 
board juncture and we need to feel a part of 
the process...” 

English said the board has an obligation 
to their 5,000 students and the community 
and it has the responsibility to elect a 
leader and the obligation to elect a leader 
who knows education. 

He said they shouldn’t put ambition over 
the best interests of the students, warning 
the school board’s job isn’t going to get 
any easier with all the things going on at 
the state level. 

“We must take this responsibility very 
seriously,” English concluded. 

Russell pointed out Van Tassel is the 
most talented and the leader in the field 
of education and the school board’s job 
is to provide policy, discipline, and, “Our 
responsibility as a board is quite limited.” 

He said the board’s responsibility is for 
public relations whether they like it or 
not and they should remain professional 
in their conduct to serve the district well 


and should conduct themselves in a civil 
manner. 

Russell said the board president is the 
public face of the board, manages the 
meetings, and should reach out to all board 
members to make them feel included. 

“I applaud the leadership over the last 
few years,” Russell said, adding there have 
been employee concessions, closing of two 
school sites, building a beautiful new $79 
million high school, and appointing a new 
superintendent. He praised Toth for her 
efforts. 

“But, we’re at a crossroads now,” Russell 
said. “We are, as a board, where we can 
implement real change.” 

The second ballot brought Frasier’s vote 
for Mikulski that gave him the 4-3 tally he 
needed for election. 

Toth then was elected vice president, 
English secretary, and Frasier treasurer 
—all by unanimous votes. 

The board also approved regular meetings 
for the year at 7 p.m. on the second and 
fourth Mondays of the month and work- 
study meetings at 7 p.m. on the third 
Mondays of the month.

“You can ask a question, but you won’t 
get an answer,” a lady called out. 

Mikulski said the answer could be in the 
minutes of the last meeting if Ban wanted 
to check. 

When the Elwell item came up on the 
agenda, Paul Wills of Plante Moran, who 
is advising the district on plans for use 
of the Sinking Fund, said the project was 
advertised for bids and 22 people came to 
see Elwell School during the Jan. 2 pre-bid 
meeting. 

He said 13 bids were received on Jan. 4 
and publically opened. Jule Schwartz’s bid 
of $123,000 was the lowest bid and Dore 
was the highest at $218,800. Davenport of 
Belleville bid $205,000. 

Wills said $200,000 had been budgeted 
from the Sinking Fund. Schwartz was a 
qualified bidder and had done other similar 
jobs. 

Wills said Van Buren is not alone and 
other districts are demolishing closed 
buildings. 

Martha Toth, who had just lost her 
position as board president and was now 
vice-president, said to the audience, “We 
do listen to our constituents once we join 
the board... We make decisions best for the 
district as a whole ... We are not thrilled to 
be making you so angry ... Just because 
you didn’t get what you want doesn’t mean 
we haven’t listened to you.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the employer termination of 
custodian Ronny Brice after 1.5 years as of 


Jan. 8; 

e Approved the terminations of the 
following teachers: Andrea Brennan of 
McBride with 14 years of service as of 
Nov. 30 for personal reasons (Brennan 
pled guilty to sending a picture of her 
breast to a 15-year-old student and she now 
is on the Sex Offenders’ List); Brooklyn 
Dobis after 4 years at BHS as of Nov. 30 
for other employment; Melissa Benson 
a 1-year ancillary teacher as of Jan. 10 to 
pursue education; and Lynn Bradley after 
12.5 years at BHS as of Jan. 8 for personal 
reasons; 

e Approved employment of Stephanie 
Gomez at McBride as a Spanish teacher 
starting Jan. 17; Mylah Ivory at Owen 
as a social worker as of Jan. 7; Tiffany 
Rybicki at BHS for special education as of 
Jan. 7; and Khaii Mason at Owen as Math 
Intervention teacher as of Jan. 14; 

e Approved the second reading and 
adoption of NEOLA Policy updates to stay 
in compliance with state law or attorney 
general’s opinion; 

e Was informed that regular board meetings 
will be videotaped for showing on cable as 
of the next meeting and the meetings may 
be able to be shown live. Before the board 
moved all meetings out of the high school 
during construction the board meetings had 
been cablecast by students; 

e Heard Supt. Van Tassel give an update 
on building security. He said emergency 
plans have been in place for several years. 
He told of staff training, school drills, 
an armed city police officer on site, and 
locked doors. Van Tassel said the district 
is in the process of buying door monitoring 
systems for the four elementary schools, 
Owen, and McBide, so a secretary can see 
(on recorded video tape), talk, and buzz ina 
visitor. Those will cost a “couple thousand” 
for each school, he said. He is also looking 
at erecting security wall barriers in the 
corridors between the student body and the 
office, as one more safety barrier. The high 
school has a top-notch security system, 
he said. “The problem becomes what is 
reasonable without turning it into a prison,” 
Van Tassel said. “Everyone’s struggling 
and, again, there’s no easy answer”; 

e Cancelled the Jan. 21 work/study session 
because of the Presidential Inauguration 
that day; 

e Heard two bus drivers accuse the board 
and superintendent of not standing behind 
the transportation department employees. 
They invited the board and Van Tassel to 
ride on one of their buses to see what’s 
going on. Lorrie Grzych and Jane Caldwell 
told of many things going wrong in their 
department, including the firing of bus 
drivers who try to keep the students in 
order and the firing last Friday of the new 
transportation director John Bojanowski 
who had been on the job just 17 weeks. 
“The children have taken control,” they said 
after the meeting, noting sometimes when 


a student is written up for misbehavior, the 
student’s family goes to the administration 
building and doesn’t tell the truth and the 
driver gets fired; and 

e Went into executive session pursuant 
to Section 8(h) of the Open Meetings Act, 
which states: “To consider material exempt 
from discussion or disclosure by state or 
federal statute.”

To Whom This Matter Concerns: 

We have around 100 staff members at 
Transportation; we have 2 restrooms that 
we have access to, | that is shared (unisex) 
which totals 3 toilets. 

For weeks at a time one of these were 
out of commission, so that made the ratio 
of persons per day using each toilet 50 
to 1, using the facilities only once a day, 
multiply the number of hours a day that 
some of us are there; that number increases 
greatly. 

When there was need for a port-a-potty 
ONE was delivered. The interior had a 
posting which read: One potty per 10 
employees. 

Our office staff numbers 4, with 2 
restrooms for their use. I don’t see the 
logic. 

This is a sore spot for many employees. 
We feel as if our needs are not being 
addressed. The restrooms are often out of 
service. In fact, we have no hand towels; 
there have been hand dryers installed, but 
one is not in working order. 

A fellow employee has brought in cloth 
towels and launders them herself — not 
OSHA compliant. 

We work on buses with students who 
sneeze, cough, and sometimes vomit on 
our buses. To be able to properly wash our 
hands and to dry them with a disposable 
towel before exiting the restroom is in 
great need, especially during the cold and 
flu season which is upon us. 

Simple expectations of our employer, 
I would think. Keeping all healthier and 
with fewer days absent. 

Thank you for hearing my opinion.

Continuing a 81 year Belleville Tradition Since 1932 
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Sumpter sells medical building, 1.538 acres to Joe Nasser for $125,000

The long-vacant Wayne County Health 
Center at 19130 Sumpter Road has 
been sold by its present owner, Sumpter 
Township, to Joe Nasser for $125,000. 

Nasser, who owns the gas station / 
pharmacy / market at the corner of Willis 
and Sumpter roads and the gas station 
at the corner of Sumpter and Hull roads, 
plans to renovate the building for a private 
medical clinic. 

Sumpter Township bought the building 
and almost 11 acres from the county for 
$25,000 several years ago. Township 
officials offered the building as a satellite 
library site to the Belleville Area District 
Library board, but was told the building’s 
floor would not be strong enough to support 
books and the location wasn’t far enough 
into the township to be centralized. 

At the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees regular meeting Jan. 8, the board 
voted unanimously to sell the building and 
1.538 acres for a parking lot to Nasser. 

The township retains 9.386 acres, which 
includes space for a drive from Sumpter 
Road to the rear of the property for possible 
future use. 

Nasser had purchased the property for 
his gas station/pharmacy/market from 
Sumpter Township for $10,000 and worked 
closely with the township to build it the 
way Sumpter wanted. Township attorney 
Rob Young said Nasser will work closely 
with the township on his medical center, as 
well. 

Inarelated discussion, Trustee Bill Hamm 
wanted to upgrade the use of Nasser’s LED 
sign at the corner of Willis and Sumpter 
roads, since Nasser had said half of the 
sign was for township use and half for his 
business use. 

Currently two township employees are 
assigned the task of putting township 
information on the sign and Hamm said the 
sign has a lot more capability and he’d like 
to improve the usage. 

He said he likes the way Belleville does 
its LED events sign at the corner of Main 
and High streets. He was told Downtown 
Development Authority Coordinator Carol 
Thompson does the city’s sign and so he 
said he would talk to her. 

While Belleville has a direct hookup from 
city hall to the sign, in Sumpter the changes 
need to be made on a laptop computer and 
then the laptop has to be taken to the sign 
for uploading. 

Hamm said he could check with Belleville 
High School to find a student who was 
good with computers or graphics to pay 
a minimum wage to change the sign on a 
regular basis. 

Clerk Clarence Hoffman said Sam 
Cumberlund, who records township 
meetings for showing on cable television, 
could do the sign and Cumberlund said 
he would look at it. Cumberlund said he 
offered to put movies from local events 
on the sign and he was told it would be a 
traffic hazard. 


“No one on this board would object to 
putting Sumpter up another notch,” said 
Supervisor Johnny Vawters. The board 
voted unanimously to support Hamm’s 
study of how to upgrade the sign’s use. 

In other business at the Jan. 8 meeting 
the board: 

e Approved, with regret, the retirement 
of Police Officer Philip Jablonski, effective 
Feb. 1. Trustee Peggy Morgan and 
Treasurer John Morgan praised Jablonski’s 
service. “He is a very effective officer and a 
good fit for Sumpter Township,” Treasurer 
Morgan said, making a motion that a 
plaque be presented to him to recognize his 
work. Lt. Eric Luke said Jablonski came 
to the Sumpter Police Department in 2005 
after 30 years in the Sheriff’s Department. 
“He’s nothing but a professional officer,” 
Lt. Luke said, adding, “He has been a 
steadying influence for our young officers. 
He is a unique individual”; 

e Approved hiring Scott Beckington as 
interim mechanical inspector and Bernard 
Zarb as interim plumbing inspector, with 
Hoffman voting no on the Zarb hire; 

e Approved the — supervisor’s 
reappointments of Jane Stalmack, Matthew 
Oddy, and Tyrone Borden to terms on the 
planning commission; 

e Approved the 2013 SMART Specialized 
Services contract; 

e Approved paying warrants of 
$1,633,705.29 and other warrants through 
January; 

e Heard Hamm announce that the Building 
Department needs $4,000-$5,000 a month 
to pay for itself and last month it earned 
$9,000, so the department is doing better; 

e Heard a presentation during the 
workshop session by Tonia Cramier and 
Ken Marx who offer free assistance to low- 
income people who need help with food, 
housing, jobs and other pressing needs. 
They have a veterans’ program, as well. 
The Community Resource Center District 
Office is located in Building C at 416 
Sumpter Road in Belleville. To make an 
appointment, call 734-524-0038. They are 
open 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., Tuesday through 
Thursday. They passed out a community 
needs survey, asking people to fill it out 
and send it to them; 

e Heard Deputy Supervisor Craig Moody 
announce that volunteers served 180 
dinners at the PNA Hall for the Christmas 
dinner and sent home 40 food baskets with 
those attending. Three days later he and 
Randy Lunch delivered another 30 baskets 
to needy residents; 

e Also heard Moody report that he received 
a letter from Wayne County which turned 
down the township’s request for a left turn 
signal at the Bemis/Sumpter intersection 
to help with traffic to and from Keystone 
Academy; 

e Was reminded by Trustee Don Swinson 
that the Parks and Recreation fundraising 
Mardi Gras party would be at the PNA Hall 
on Feb. 9; and 

e Heard Mary Sherwood talk about the 
postcard she received in the mail from the 


State about possible elimination of her 
Homestead Property Tax Credit. She was 
told that would be part of her income tax 
filing, but she probably will not be cut off. 


Sumpter will get check 
for $188,224 from State 
for dispatch cooperation

Sumpter Township has received a letter 
from the State of Michigan alerting it that 
it will get the full amount it has requested 
for merging Sumpter’s emergency dispatch 
service with Huron Township’s dispatch 
service. 

After the State receives copies of the 
township’s cancelled checks and receipts 
for the expenses, the State will cut a 
physical check for $188,224 and send it 
to Sumpter, said Deputy Treasurer Karen 
Armatis. 

She said township officials may make a 
giant check for the ceremonial presentation 
at an upcoming township board meeting 
because the money has been anticipated 
for some time. 

At the Jan. 8 Sumpter Township regular 
board meeting, Supervisor Johnny Vawters 
announced that Sumpter received a Dec. 10 
letter from the Department of the Treasury 
saying Sumpter will be getting its full 


award for the dispatch project. 

Vawters said the expenses for the dispatch 
project, that were submitted to the State 
and will be reimbursed, are: 

e Police - $75,970; 

e Fire Dept. - $106,312; 

e Legal - $5,400; and 

e AT&T - $542.

updating the Zoning Ordinance with 
planning consultant Laura Kreps of Carlisle 
Wortman for about a year and a half and 
now it’s ready for the public to consider 
—all 307 pages of it. 

Kreps said all the changes suggested by 
the planners have been incorporated in the 
ordinance, as well as everything to comply 
with new state laws. 

Copies of the ordinance are available 
at the township hall for review before the 
meeting. The commission will take into 
consideration comments from the public at 
the hearing. 

After the planning commission approves 
the ordinance it will be sent on to the 
township board for final action. 

Among the many, many changes in the 
ordinance: 

e Outdoor furnaces are not allowed in R-2 
zoning, but some are already in place in that 
zoning. People will be able to come in for 
variances. The requirement for furnaces to 


be 200’ from the property line will make it 
impossible for lots that have the minimum 
150’ lot width under this part of the new 
ordinance; 

e Roadside stands will need parking off 
the road right of way and driveways can be 
used. Kreps said the township can’t get too 
picky with this requirement since farmers 
will just cite the Right to Farm Act; 

e The library parking requirement is one 
space per 500 square feet of floor area. 
Planning Commissioner Joy Cichewicz, 
who also sits on the Belleville Area 
District Library Board, said she likes that 
requirement. She said other communities 
(City of Belleville and Van Buren 
Township) have requirements that are too 
high; and 

e The new sign ordinance is quite strict on 
electronic signs, not allowing scrolling and 
only allowing one color and six-second 
messages. Township Trustee Bill Hamm set 
off on a township board-supported project 
earlier last week to enliven the LED sign 
at the corner of Willis and Sumpter roads, 
since it is supposed to be half used by 
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the township and he thinks it has greater 
capabilities. “Let’s see what he comes 
back with,” said Trustee Alan Bates, who 
is a member of the planning commission, 
referring to Hamm’s project which seems 
to be in conflict with the new ordinance. 

At the end of the hour-long meeting on 
Jan. 10, Commissioner Matthew Oddy 
said he had asked for information on a 
property, to find out if it was licensed with 
the township, and he got a response from 
ordinance officer Randy Lynch. The reply 
said sometime in 2007-8 a new policy was 
adopted by the township board, but, Oddy 
said, there was no paperwork and nothing 
in writing provided. Lynch also said it was 
not against the law to cover equipment for 
the winter months. 

“We need to know what the board 
policy was,” Oddy said, and Commission 
chairwoman Jane Stalmack agreed that he 
did not get enough information. 

At the December planning commission 
meeting, Oddy said he was going to submit 
a question on their new question forms on 
the status of Sheena Barnes’ business at 
the entryway to the township at the corner 
of Sumpter and Oakville Waltz roads. 
The equipment covered with blue tarps 
bothered him. 

A resident attended the Jan 10 meeting to 
find out the status of the chicken farm near 
his home on Karr Road. He had questions 
about the zoning. It’s Agricultural, like 
almost everyone on Karr Road. 

Stalmack said the owner of that property 
went under the state’s Right to Farm Act, 
so the township had little information on 
what was going on there. But, the project 
has lost its license through the state.

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VBT planners send new 
commission rules back 
to the drawing board

The updated Rules and Procedures for the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission 
have been sent back to the drawing board 
again to make sure the document is exactly 
the way it should be before approval. 

The Rules and Procedures, last updated 
in 2008, were updated most recently on 
Oct. 24. The update put the vice chairman 
(currently Donald Boynton) in charge of 
keeping order in the meetings and keeping 
track of time as a “sergeant at arms”. That 
title was later removed. 

The update came about after chairwoman 
Carol Thompson had to call the police on 
audience member John Delaney who she 
determined was out of order. 

The wording on the role of the township 
supervisor also was changed. 

It is required that the township board 
approve the Rules and Procedures before 
implementation and, at a recent meeting, 
the township board thought it wasn’t 
quite right and sent the update back to the 
commission for changes. 

At the Jan. 9 meeting of the Planning 
Commission, Terry Carroll, Director of 
Planning and Economic Development, 
presented a newer version crafted by 
township attorney Patrick McCauley that 
“takes care of the problem of what happens 
when the vice chairperson deems someone’s

behavior a problem and the chairperson 
doesn’t.” It also took care of the issues 
involving the township supervisor’s role 
on the planning commission. 

But, Carroll said, Commission Secretary 
Bryon Kelley called earlier that day to say 
there is a problem with Article II, Section 
5 which says the secretary shall sign all 
approved site plans and that hasn’t been 
done for some time. Kelley was absent 
because his child was ill. 

Commissioner Kenneth Guenther 
also checked to make sure the wording 
“newspaper of general circulation within 
Van Buren Township” referred to the 
approved newspaper of record. He was 
assured it did. 

The document will be updated and return 
to the commission for approval and then 


sent back to the township board, hopefully 
to be approved. 

In other business at the Jan. 9 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved the final site plan for the 
addition of a second, side-by-side, drive- 
up order lane for the McDonald’s at 2193 
Rawsonville Road. The plans include two 
sites for trailer or RV parking, since the site 
is less than a half mile from the freeway. 
McDonald’s also is proposing the use of 
catch basin inserts that filter the stormwater 
runoff before it enters Belleville Lake. This 
is the first project that has proposed the use 
of catch basin inserts to provide some form 
of storm water quality improvement and 
Carroll said the township is very interested 
to see how the inserts perform over time. 
Carroll said McDonald’s was being used 


as a guinea pig and future businesses might 
be required to use them, too; and 

e Discussed discontinuing work on the 
former Abandoned Structures ordinance 
since it requires a lot of effort to make it 
ready for approval by the township board 
and may no longer be necessary. Carroll 
said the problem has really subsided 
and become more manageable as the 
number of vacant houses has dwindled 
significantly in the past months. “Also, it 
will be very difficult to enforce many of 
the provisions of this ordinance language 
without additional staff and I don’t see that 
happening any time soon,” Carroll wrote in 
a memo. “I do not think that there is a need 
for such an amendment at this time ...”

gotten that far yet,” Day continued. 

“The DNR has had the appraisal since 
November. Hopefully this will be completed 
in the next week or so. From there we will 
sit down with the DNR to structure an 
agreement to remove the property from the 
trust and move forward to develop some 
kind of a joint agreement with the fishery 
department.” 

Day said the board also has had broad 
discussions with Sumpter Township about 
the satellite facility, as well as Van Buren 
Township and its Downtown Development 
Authority. 

“Until we get a site hammered down

it’s hard to sit down for a substantive 
conversation,” Day said. 

“Hopefully within the next four to six 
weeks we will be able to schedule a 
series of meetings to determine if this is a 
workable deal or not. Ultimately the board 
will put together a proposal and take it to 
the voters. 

“The Belleville site also has its issues 
with site acquisition and demolition. 

“On both sites, a year is probably a safe 
estimate,” Day concluded. 

Brown then asked if building in phases 
has been considered. Both Chairman Mary 
Jane Dawson and board member Christina 
Brasil said that has been considered but 
they would still need to purchase enough 
property to complete the building. 

Attorney Day added that the DNR site, 
if workable, may be a joint operation. The 
DNR apparently wants the waterfront for 
fishing on the lake and the library wants 
to use the uplands. Parking and bathrooms 
could be shared costs, he said. 

During public comment, George Chedraue 
asked for clarification on the location for the 
main library. He said the agreement states 
that if the main library should be located 
south of Hull Road then a satellite facility 
could be located north of I-94. He said 
he understands that to mean that the main 
library could be in Sumpter Township. 

Attorney Day read directly from the 
agreement: Any new main library building 
shall be located south of the I-94 freeway 
either in the Charter Township of Van Buren 
or in the City of Belleville and the satellite 
building should be in Sumpter Township. 
In the event that it is determined that the 
new main library should be located south 
of Hull Road, then a satellite facility could 
be located north of I-94. 

Diane Madigan asked if there were any 
provisions in the agreement for changing 
the location for the main building. 

“It seems like you have been looking for a 
spot and maybe if there is something north 
of I-94 you could get together and change 
the agreement,” she said. 

Day said there are provisions for changes 


but believes at the present time they have 
not exhausted the possibilities within the 
agreement. 

Audit report 

In other business at the Jan. 8 meeting, 
CPA Ron Traskos reviewed the Plante 
Moran audit for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 2012. 

He said total revenue of $963,391 is 
down $100,147 or 9.5% from 2011. Total 
expenses of $893,358 are up $9,958 or 
1% over 2011. Revenue was in excess of 
expenditures, resulting in an increase to 
the fund balance of $54,762 for a total 
fund balance of $690,866. Traskos said the 
expenses were very controlled. 

He said the economic factors in the audit 
report warn that property tax levies are 
expected to decrease an additional 4.7% 
or approximately $30,000 for the three 
communities in 2013. 

During the fiscal year the library purchased 
books and periodicals, made building 
improvements and purchased computer 
equipment, raising the new capital assets 
by $24,742 for a total of $625,029. The 
full accrual net assets are $1,274,868. 

Board elections 

Since this was the first meeting of the 
year, the board elected officers for one- 
year terms. Dawson, who has been 
chairman since the board was formed, 
remains chairman. Brasil was nominated 
for reelection to the vice chairman position 
but declined the nomination and nominated 
Joseph Monte, who was then elected. Joy 
Cichewicz remains the secretary and Elaine 
Gutierrez remains the treasurer. 

Gutierrez said she was glad to see that 
term limits would be discussed with 
possible bylaw changes. 

“Definitely a treasurer should have term 
limits, no doubt about it. I'll accept it for 
this year just to keep things straight, but 
that’s it.” 

“You do a great job and we’re grateful,” 
said board member Michael Boelter. 

Assignments to standing committees 
were: Finance —-— Gutierrez, Brasil; 
Marketing — Boelter, Gutierrez, Juriga; 
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Personnel — Boelter, Monte; Bylaws — 
Monte, Cichewicz; Policy — Brasil, Monte, 
Boelter; and Building — Boelter, Juriga, 
Cichewicz. 

The Bylaw Committee presented a draft of 
changes to the bylaws for board discussion. 
A very lengthy discussion ensued around 
term limits for officers. 

The wording presented allows for three 
consecutive one-year terms. Gutierrez 
was adamant about the need for term 
limits saying it should not be a long-term 
position. 

Juriga and Dawson spoke against term 
limits. Cichewicz said she could see it both 
ways and read a report from the Michigan 
Library Trustee Manual: Wise boards rotate 
officers to keep new ideas flowing and to 
educate members in all aspects. 

Attorney Day suggested the need to spell 
out the length of term limits. He said he 
worries about cross-training and becoming 
insufficient in some regard. 

“You may want to think about continuity 
to work on large projects like building and 
bond issues, negotiating issues with the 
DNR,” he said. “The idea of institutional 
memory is important, as it keeps you from 
making the same mistakes over again.” 

Chedraue said he believes that continuity 
is important and no one is saying that you 
can’t help each other. Every once in a while 
there should be new blood and new ideas, 
he said. 

Cichewicz wanted to go on the record: 
“When we’re talking about term limits, I’m 
approaching this not as a personal issue, but 
as a philosophical way to run the library. I 
think you’ve been a fabulous chair. I just 
want to say, we do have a good working 
group and you’ve done a fabulous job.” 

No decision on term limits was made 
and the subject may come back at another 
time. 

It was agreed that the Building Committee 
should be a standing committee. There 
were typos and grammar changes made 
in the proposed bylaw changes, so it will 
be edited and brought back to the next 
meeting. 

The next regular meeting of the library 
board is at 7 p.m., Feb. 12, at the library.

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Employee found hanging 
after suicide during 
lunch break at Fox Auto

A 31-year-old Sumpter Township man 
who was suffering from mental illness 
hung himself during his lunch break at Fox 
Auto Parts on Jan. 7. 

Sumpter Township Police Detective 
John Toth said family members said the 
man had gone to the hospital for help four 
days earlier, but was turned away because 
no beds were available. He was scheduled 
for outpatient treatment at the end of the 
month. 

Det. Toth said the man spent time with 
his family members over the weekend and 
then went to work on Monday. Toth said 
Fox Auto Parts, at 8111 Rawsonville Road, 
has an organized lunch break and it was 
assumed the worker went to lunch. 

After lunchtime, when they couldn’t reach 
him by radio, they noticed his timecard 
indicated he didn’t go to lunch and started 
looking for him. 

A young employee found him and called 
for help. He and two other coworkers got 
him down. 


Toth said Joe Fox was very concerned with 
the effect of this shock on his employees. 
Toth said Fox employs a handful of paid- 
on-call fire fighters and one of them brought 
in some pamphlets to distribute to help. 

Toth said the deceased employee had 
children and so the situation is very sad. 

Toth said the family later found out 
that when he filled out the paperwork 
at the hospital where he had been before 
in Oakland County, he did not check the 
suicide box which would have gotten him 
prompt care.
